NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—(/)—Se- 
curity markets resumed their upward 
swing today under the impetus of 
soaring grains and cotton, improve-

Stocks, in a not unusually active 
session, retained net gains of $1 to| 
$5 or more a share; grains, excépting | 
wheat, advanced to around their al- | 
lowable daily maximums, and cotton 
spurted $3.20 to $3.75 a bale. The 
dollar lost around 9° cents in terms 
of sterling, and was weak in relation 
to European gold currencies. 

The share market followed its re- 
cent lethargic routine in early trad- 
ing, while prices on the Chicago 
board of trade dropped almost to 


their permitted minimums at the 
opening. There was a sudden reversal | 
of trends in grains, however, and/| 
wheat, corn, rye, oats and barley 
quickly recovered initial losses and 
soon were substantially higher. Cot- 
ton followed grains. and stocks re- 
bounded with a rush, | 
Cotton Jumps. | 

_An active demand stimulated by 
rising stocks and wheat and infla- 
tionary talk in. Washington was re- 
flected in a bulge of $4 a bale in 
cotton prices here today. Shorts 
scurrying to cover found contracts 
searce and prices rushed up rapidly. 
There was some profit taking but it 
was absorbed at moderate setbacks 
and the market closed steady at net 
gains for the day of approximately 
$3.40 a bale. 

At the high point today values were 
109 to 111 points, or $5.50 a bale, 
over the low points of the season 
reached in yesterday's trading.

SouthernersPresentFour- 
Fold Program for Im- 
proving Price of Cotton.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Defi- 
nite steps for relieving the cotton and 
general commodity price level were 
laid before President Roosevelt today 
by Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, aud two of his congreSsional col- 
leagues from the _ cotton-producing 
states. 

Accompanied to the White House | 
by Senator Ellison D. Smith, of South | 
Carolina, and Representative Marvin 
Jones, of Texas, chairmen rgspective- 
ly, of the senate and house agricul- 


tural committees, the Georgia senator 
outlined to the chief executive four 
measures which he said would have 
an important effect on the cotton 
price situation: 

1. Moderate controlled inflation to 
by issuing approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000 of new cur- 
rency in the form of treasury notes 
and used for the retirement of out- 
standing government bonds, 

2. Immediate negotiations for the 
sale of 1,000,000 bales of cotton to 
Russia and other countries which are 
holding back their purchase of the 
American product through lack of 
credit tacilities. 

3. Modification of the regulations 
imposing a processing tax on cotton 
and floor stocks in erder to permit 
a graduated collection of the tax from 
mill operators, whose failure to con- 
tinue in the market, it is said, is one 
of the prime causes of cotton’s re- 
cent decline. 

4. Immediate imposition of a proc- 
essing tax on jute and other fibers 
competing with cotton. 

Adoption of these measures, the 
Georgia senator told the president, 
would not only have a highly bene- 
ficial effect on the price of the south’s 
staple product but would result in 
the elevation of the general commodi- 
ty price Jevel as well.

Further, she 
estimated that the purchasing power 
of the workers had been increased 
29,000,000: in July over March. 

300,000 Gain. 
_ Another 300,000 employment gain 
was cited for July over March in 16 
non-manufacturing- industries, but 
this. was interpreted by officials as 
largely seasonal, 

The only discouraging sign seen by 
the labor secretary was a recession in 
employment of 4.7 per cent in July 
under Jaue in the retail trade group. 
This indicated. she said, that retail 
sales had not been sufficient to give 
employment in added numbers on a 
par with other industries. 

Miss Perkins, dressed in her cus- 
tomary black and surrounded by more 
than. a score of newspapermen, an- 
alyzed the department’s latest indices 
with the aid of a huge chart showing 
employment and pay roll curves since 
1915 to date. 

She said the pay roll line had not 
yet caught up to the employment in- 
dicator. 

Normal Change. 

“We get a more wholesome and nor- 
mal condition when the two lines 
parallel each other,” she said, but 
added that history showed wage rais- 
ing always lagged behind employment 
gains, 

_She said it was impossible to es- 
timate the number of persons still 
out of work “because we never knew 


_ the exact number of unemployed.” 


“We do know, however, how many 
are being returned to work,” she 
added. 

She said July was the fourth suc- 
cessive month marked by expansion in 
employment and pay rolls in manufac- 
turing industries, adding that the 
level of employment last month was 
the highest since October, 1931. 

“There are a number of factors 
which make these impressive gains 
of even greater significance than is 
at first apparent,” the secretary as- 
serted. 

Decline in Other Years. 

“A marked decline in employment 
and a more pronounced decrease in 
pay rolls in July have been  in- 
variably reported in previous years, 
due to the customary closing down 
for repairs and inventory during the 
first part of the month, the beginning 
of vacation periods, and the effect of 
the July 4 holiday on pay rolls cov- 
ering more than a one-week period. 

“These usual conditions were re- 
ported to some extent in Jtily, to- 
gether with a number of strikes and 
labor disturbances in various locali- 
ties. These retarding factors, how- 
ever, failed to halt the general expan- 
sion in business activity in July.” 

The July employment level repre- 
sented an increase of 22.1 per cent 
over March and pay rolls a 39.2 per 
cent raise, officials said. 

Of the more than 1,800 establish- 
ments in 89 industries covered in the 
survey, 630 establishments in 69 in- 
dustries reported increased wages 
averaging 10.7 per cent for 202.371 
workers for the month’ ending 
July 15. 

“These increases,” the secretary 
said, “represent voluntary raises in 
practically all instances as the NRA 
codes did not become effective until 
after July 15. The number of estab 
lishments reporting wage rate decreas- 
es continued to decline, only 1,824 
workers being affected in the 38 es- 
tablishments reporting decreases.”

Final Message.

Senator Reveals Hoover 


UDUZENS ASSAILS 
BANKER-CRITICS 


Request That He Ap- 
prove Loan to Dawes. 


’ DETROIT, Aug. 17.—4)—Before 
a jammed courtroom, United States 
Senator James Couzens, republican, 
Michigan, today related his own “in- 
side story” of events—ranging from 
the White House to the Dearborn 
office of Henry Ford—that preceded 
the Michigan and national bank holi- 
days, and charged that banker wit- 
nesses before an investigating jury 
here had not “told all they knew.” 

At one point during his day on the 
witness stand the senior Michigan 
senator veered from- the Michigan 
banking situation tu say that during 
the last national political campaign 
former President Herbert Hoover had 
asked him to issue, “for political pur- 
poses,” a statement approving . the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation's 
$90,000,000 loan to the Chicago bank 
headed by Charles G. Dawes, former 
R. F. C. president. 

Banker critics of the senator came 
in for sharp criticism, in blunt, terse 
phrases, he let it be known that he 
was displeased with bankers’ han- 
dling of the national crisis. 

“A Jot of things happened in na- 
tional banks for which no criminal 
prosecution can be brought,” he said. 
“But if civilization is to exist and 
rely only on criminal law and not 
on morals and ethics» we might as 
well give up. The ethics of banks 
here and outside could not be prose- 
cuted, but some of the acts were as 
vicious and as shameful as could be.” 

Yesterday Wilson W. Mills, former 
chairman of the First National Bank- 


Detroit, the country’s largest closed De 


bank, accused Couzens of blocking a 
R. F. C. loan to-the Union Guardian 
Trust Company of Detroit that 
would, he said, have prevented the 
Michigan bank holiday, declared on 
February 14.

KITCHEN TESTED RECEIPES 


The born hostess is the woman 
who has the happy faculty for mak- 
ing her guests feel at home, In the 
torrid days of mid-summer there is 
no one thing that achieves this re- 
sult as surely as the always avail- 
able cold drink. Except for the swim- 
mer, who should have a hot drink, 
all others who engage in any kind of 
sport, the bridge player, the young 
people in from an informal dance, 
and those guests who just drop in, 
will appreciate the refreshment of 
spirit that results from a_ cooling 
drink. The more like magic the drink 
appears, the better it pleases. So it 
behooves the hostess to do a little pre- 
paring ahead of time. 

Several pint jars of syrups 
juices may be kept in the refrigerator 
for just such emergencies. Sugar syrup 
for sweetening. instead of sugar; 
chocolate and other syrups for flavor- 
ing; juices from fruits; a supply of 
carbonated water; all of these things 
are necessary. 

Sugar syrup consists of nothing but 
sugar and water boiled for five min- 
utes, cooled and poured into a jar. 
In the back part of the refrigerator 
it will be out of the way until needed 
for instant use. Home-made lemon 
juice and other fruit juices are easily 
made, or may be purchased in cans 
or bottles. A supply of small cans 
of tomato juice should be available 
for those who do not like sweet drinks. 
With such an array, together with a 
neat little ice shaver for such fam- 
ilies which do not possess mechanical 
refrigerators with ice-cube apparatus, 
the hostess is ready for any raid any 
time. 

Some of these recipes for drinks 
may interest you, if you like recipes, 
and if you are a devotee of free- 
hand cooking, perhaps they will sug- 
gest new ideas to you. Anyhow, try 
them. 

Sugar Syrup. 

Two cups sugar, 1 cup water. Com- 
bine, dissolvé, boil for five minutes, 
cool and pour into a clean jar. Cover 
and set in refrigerator. Use for sweet- 
ening all kinds of drinks. 

Dinner Punch for Eight. 

Make 1 cup strong green tea in- 
fusion. Pour it while hot over 1 table- 
spoon finely chopped minti Add 

One-fourth cup lemon \juice, 1-2 
cup orange juice, 1-2 cup suyar syrup, 
rind from 1 cucumber, cut in“stTips, 
tiny pinch salt. 

Let stand until cool, then strain and 
chill. Just before serving, pour into 
a pitcher of punch bowl or fancy bot- 
tle half full of chopped ice. Add 1 
pint (2 cups) each of loganberry 
juice, ginger ale and carbonated wa- 
ter. Garnish with thin slices of 
orange and lemon and sprigs of mint. 
Quick Ginger Ale Ice Cream Soda 

Place servings of home-made or pur- 
chased ice cream in tall iced-tea glass- 
es. Fill the glasses with freshly open- 
ed chilled ginger ale and serve im- 
mediately, with straws and spoon. 

Lime Punch. 

Make a syrup by boiling together 
2 cups sugar and 21-2 cups water 1 
minutes, then chill. Add 

One cup fresh lime juice, 2 cups 
orange juice, 1-2 large can shredded 
pineapple. 

Let this stand at least an hour, 
mixed together. Then when ready to 
serve, dilute with ice water and chop- 
ped ice or ice cubes. This makes 
enough for 20 people. 

Loganberry or Blackberry Ade. 

One pint loganberry or blackberry 
juice, 1 cup water, juice 1 lemon, 1 
cup ginge ale, sugar syrup to sweeten. 
Mix, chill and serve with chopped ice 
or ice cubes, 


Great NRA Benefits 
Seen by Ramspeck 


The south will benefit from NRA 
provisions prescribing minimum wage 
scales more than any section in the 
country, Congressman Robert. Ram- 
speck, of the fifth district, said Wed- 
nesday on his return to Atlanta from 
Washington, D. C. Wage scales in 
the south, heretofore far below the 
level maintained in other sections, are 
raised so as to be comparatively equal 
to those effective in other territories, 
Ramspeck said. 

“This is particularly apparent in 
the textile industry,” Ramspeck said. 
“Textile workers in the south here- 
tofore have received low wages so far 
as the general average is concerned, 
but the NRA requires a minimum 
wage of $13 a week in the south and 
$14 a week in the north, only $1 dif- 
ference in spite of the official belief 
oe living costs are lower. in the 
south.”

BEER SELLER: FREED 
UNDER BONE-DRY LAW 


MOULTRIE, Ga., Aug. 17.—Tried 
under the sweeping provisions of the 
Georgia bone-dry law, which forbids 
the sale of any beverage that looks 
like, tastes like or smells like beer, 
A. G. Kettas, Moultrie cafe owner, 
charged with selling 3.2 beer, was ac- 
quitted by a jury in city court here 
this afternoon. 

The defendant introduced no wit- 
nesses, for the state two officers testi- 
fied that the beverage looked like and 
smelled like and tasted like beer. Judge 
Waldo Deloache, in his charge, told 
the jury that if it believed that to be 
true it was its duty to return a verdict 
of guilty. 

The verdict was returned after a 
few minutes deliberation. It was the 
second beer case tried here. The first 
was under the regular prohibition 
statutes and the question of intoxica- 
tion was raised. In today's trial the 
alcoholic content of the brew couldn't 
be mentioned. 

After the jury’s verdict, Judge De- 
loache said no more beer cases would 
be tried in city court. “It is manifest,” 
he said, “that to do so would be a 
waste of money and time.”

Effort To Enhance 
Value to People. 


DAHLONEGA, Ga., Aug. 17.—() 
A united program of educational serv- 
ices by the university system of Geor- 
gia was developed this week by the 
executive officers of each unit in the 
system when they met for a three- 
day conference here and sought to 
define the functions of the various 
units and relate same to the life of 
the individual citizen in the state of 
Georgia. 

The representatives of the univer- 
sity system were organized into a 
council which will meet periodically 
in a sustained effort to place Geor- 
gia’s system of higher education at 
the service of the people. This, it 
was pointed out, will be accomplish- 
ed by a clear definition of the fune- 
tions of each college, the discussion 
of research projects, the development 
of a comprehensive, extensive program 
of community development, and 
through close contact with the various 
industries reported within the state. 

Other Duties. 

While it was pointed out that the 
first respensibility of each of the col- 
leges is to train the youth of the state 
into good citizens which will enable 
them to become intelligent leaders in 
Georgia’s economic, religious and po- 
litical life, a program of adult edu- 
cation and community development 
was distinctly emphasized through the 
various discussions during the confer- 
ence, 
Several of the sessions were given 
over to a discussion of teaching, col- 
lege curricula, and matters academic, 
but throughout the various sessions 
there was distinct emphasis given to 
the moral and religious value of edu- 
cation and a discussion of ways and 
means of emphasizing the religious 
side of the student in the state's ed- 
ucational program. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Chancellor Philip Weltner, who struck 
the keynote of the conference when he 
expressed the belief that Georgia’s sys- 
tem of higher education must immedi- 
ately be placed in close co-operation 
with other state agencies, to the end 
that our people may enjoy a fuller 
and more satisfactory rural and ur- 
ban life, The meeting was attended 
by Marion Smith and Hughes Spald- 


gents, who spoke to the council and em- 
phasized their gratitude atthe unit of 
thought development by members from 
the floor. Earle Cocke, secretary 
of the board, and treasurer of the 
system, also discussed with the group 
a number of our educational and eco- 
nomic problems.

harvest. 

Should the price declines continue, 
Secretary Wallace said today there 
was a prospect that the processing 
tax on the staple would be inereaséd. 

The theory of the tax is that it 
should be enough to give the farmer 
the difference between the market 
price and the parity price. The parit 
price for cotton is that at which it 
must self to have the purchasin 
power it had in the period from 1 
to 1914. The present tax is 4.2 cents. 
a lint pound. The parity price of cot- 
ton is estimated at around 13 cents. 


COTTON EXCHANGE HEAD 
BACKS WALLACE IDEAS 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—(/)—In- 
dorsing the statement issued by the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion, William 8S. Dowdell, president 
New York Cotton Exchange, today 
urged cotton growers to complete im 
mediately the plowing up of acreage 
covered by agreements with the gov- 
ernment under the acreage reduction 
program. 

Complete assurance that the farm- 
ers were co-operating with the gov- 
ernment in this manner, he said, 
would help to establish prices profit- 
able to the grower, and thus restore 
the buying power of the 2,000,000 cot- 
ton planters throughout the south. 

A cash surplus in the hands of the 
cotton growers, maintained: Dowdell, 
would “send stimulating impulses 
through every line of business in the 
United States and help much to re- 
duce unemployment in industrial cen- 
ters.” The administration has set Au- 
gust 23 as the “dead line” for plowing 
up cotton under contract with the gov- 
ernment.

GENE JOHNSON -FELLED 
BY. POLICE .MACHINE GUNS 

SPRINGTOWN, Ark., Aug. 17.— 

(?)—Ambushed in the early morning 
darkness by a band of peace officers 
gathered to clean out a gangsftr hide- 
out, Gene Johnson alleged confeder- 
ate of the Wilbur Underhill] gang of 
escaped Kansas prison convicts. was 
wounded fatally and his wife slightly 
in a pitched battle at thir secluded 
farmhouse in the hills near here to- 
ay. 
Johnson, shot in the head as the 
posse of 16 officers from three states 
poured sub-machine gun, rifle and 
pistol bullets into his automobile, died 
late today in a Siloam Springs hos- 
pital. 

A second alleged desperado, Leroy 
Wright, possibly wounded, escaped 
amid a hail of bullets after his sawed- 
off shotgun had been shot out of his 
hand. Bloodhounds trailed him 14 
miles, where they lost the scent. He 
is believed to have continued his 
flight in an automobile. 

Wife Held. 

Mrs. Johnson, wounded in the arm 
and by splinters flying from the car, 
was held in the Benton county jail at 
Bentonville. She apparently escaped 
death when her husband fell across 
her and served as a shield. 

Authorities said‘she is wanted in 
connection with a Weir (Kan.) bank 
robbery and probably would be turned 
over to officers there. 

Johnson was wanted for the slaying 
of Patrolman Charles Bruce, of Mc- 
Pherson, Kan., May 14. 

Miami (Okla.) and Ottawa (Kan.) 
officers arrived in Benton county late 
yesterday with a “tip” that members 
of the Underhill gang were in hiding 
at a house north of Siloam Springs. 
. The posse, armed, with several ma- 
chine guns, rifles and repeating shot- 
guns, arrived at the Johnson home 
about midnight. The officers took posts 
within the home and awaited arrival 
of the trio, which came about two 
hours later. | 

Wright Escapes. 

As the three drove up the officers 
demanded they surrender. When they 
started to leap from the car the pos- 
semen blazed away with machine guns 
and rifles. 

Two men fell and Mrs. Johnson ran 
toward the officers. the ensuing 
confusion the man lieved to. be 
Wright escaped. 

The farm house was purchased 
about two months ago by Johnson and 
Wright under assumed names but 
officers said they had not been there 
since August 4 until this morning. 

In the farm house was found a 
large quantity of ammunition and a 
number of weapons. 

Ottawa officers said Johnson and 
other members of the Underhill gang 
are wanted for the robbery of a Kan- 
sas bank recently. Pictures of Under- 
hill and other desperadoes ‘were found 
in the house. 

The dwelling is a short distance 
from Dripping Springs, Okla., where 
Lewis. Betchel, one of the 11 con- 
victs who escaped from the Kansas 
state penitentiary last Memorial Day, 
was captured June 2. 

Gene Johnson, with LeRoy Wright. 
Harvey Pugh, Max La Monda and 
R. R. Scott are alleged to have been 
the gang which killed Patrolman 
Bruce at McPherson, Kan., during 
the robbery of a filling station there. 

Wright also is wanted for the kill- 
ing last spring of an automobile con- 
voy driver at Picher, Okla. 

Johnson was not among the 11 
convicts who esca from the Kan- 
sas penitentiary Memorial Day un- 
der the Iéadership of Underhill and 
Harvey Bailey. 

Bailey is held at Dallas, Texas for 
the Kansas City Union station slay- 
ings. and the kidnaping of Charles F. 
Urschel, Oklahoma City oil million- 
aire.

Atlanta gets a smaller share of the 
tax dollar of its citizens than 68 cities 
of comparable size, an analysis made 
Thursday by municipal tax assessors 
showed. 

Figures revealed that the Atlanta 
tax dollar is divided as follows: 

City 54.75 cents. Fulton county 
31.12 cents and state 14.14 cents. 

The average American city of At- 
lanta’s population class divides the tax 
dollar as follows: 

City 73.6 cents, county 16.7 cents 
and state 9.7 cents. 

When Atlanta levies $1 ad valorem 
taxes the county and state each assess 
82.66 per cent on the same valuation. 

A total of 70 per cent of the operat- 
ing budget of the municipality comes 
from general taxation: 16 per cent 
from water receipts; 8 per cent from 
business licenses and 2 per cent from 
miscellaneous receipts, 

Tax books show that 74 per cent of 
the tax revenue is derived from real 
estate and 26 per cent from personal 
property.

SAFETY-FIRST PEDESTRIANS. 

A simple code of rules to assist

Resistance is something to regret 
the poor chap did not have. 

An announcement in the official or 
gan of the American Medical Associ- 
ation—of which I’m a jolly good Fel- 
low, you know, as well as a thorn in 
the flesh—warned all our dumb docs 
last February that “the hazards of 
exposure, of stuffy indoor living at 
this time of year make it especially 
important to keep general resistance 
built up.” 

_ The same week the following warn- 
ing was broadcast through the daily 
papers of the country: 

“Watch out for drafts, wet feet, 
raw winds, stuffy rooms, of course. 
but don’t depend entirely on outer 
precautions. Build up your inner re- 
sources. Increase your general re- 
sistance,” 

In both instances. the implication 
was that all you had to do was take 
a cod liver oil concentrate which was 
provided in convenient form. 

No harm in that. Nor have I any 
objection to the exploitation of pop- 
ular credulity by the manufacturer of 
the high-class nostrum. Only I do. 
think we snooty members or fellows 
of the American Medical Association 
play a sorry role in the game. It looks 
to me as though the big nostrum 
maker first hands us a snug sum for 
permitting him to publish his an- 
nouncement in our official paper—of 
course, carefully edited so it won't 
sound too absurd. Then he can turn 
to the lay press with all the assur- 
ance in the world, for does he not 
come practically bearing the indorae- 
ment of the entire medical profession 
of the country? 

Here it is proper to assert once 
more—and I doubt that any officer or 
member of the American Medical As- 
sociation will attempt to refute the 
assertion—that there is no scientific 
foundation for the notion that any 
one can have “general resistance” 
which protects against all or against 
many diseases, respiratory or other- 
wise. I further assert that any physi- 
cian who undertakes to “build up re- 
sistance” is merely marking time with 
impressive language. 

Immunity is a well-established sci- 
entific fact. 

We have some evidence for the be- 
lief that cod liver oil may aid in the 
development of the fullest degree of 
immunity against the cri, due to the 
richness of cod liver oil in Vitamin 
A—or halibut liver oi] or any other 
fish liver oil.

ey do. 

It is customary to say the “‘younger generation” is going to the devil. 
By the time it has gone all the way, it will inherit the earth and then it 
will make a mess of things. 

‘Well, let’s examine the record, as the political orators say. 

Back in the sedate 90’s, there were young people who were “fast.” 
They had too much spending money and nothing to do, and they raised 
the devil. If the world’s affairs had fallen into their hands ,they might 
have made a mess of things, but nothing of the kind happened. The 
Steady, dependable ones took the reins—as they always do. 

Today every community has its fast set. They are noisy and attract 
much attention. But they aren’t all. There are plenty of boys and girls 
who don’t get drunk or stay out all night. ‘ 

The judge and the banker and the publisher and the leading business- 
man have boys and girls. Watch them. They have a good time, but 
they aren’t depraved. They are just as respectable and self-respecting 
as youngsters ever were. 

In other words, those who now direct our civilization by reason of 
superior merit have children much like themselves. And the future will 
be in the hands of these—not in the hands of the vicious and silly ones. 

Human nature hasn’t changed and the rules of the game haven't 
changed. The wild ones burn themselves out, and the steady, intelli- 
gent, ambitious ones inherit the big Jobs and run the country. 

So much for the fears of alarmists. As to the cause of the present 
State of affairs, that, too, is commonly misunderstood. 

Wildness costs money. In all ages the possession of too much spend- 
ing money has sent youngsters to the devil.

Binding on All.

The dynamic demand that oil, coal 
and steel agree immediately to codes 
was in furtherance of the Roosevelt- 
Johnson drive to reach the bulk of the 
nation’s employers and employes by 
Labor Day. Officials indicated strong- 
ly that they were refusing to take 
“no” for an answer. 

Already the chief executive has 
signed an order withholding the huge 
government contracts from firms not 
subscribing to the NRA program, and 
behind this lay the power to write the 
codes for any industry, order them 
into effectiveness and if necessary li- 
cense plants to operate. 

Johnson forecast after his confer- 
ence at the White House that “the 
code will get 100 per cent support 
from the oil men” and he has indi- 
cated repeatedly that while compul- 
sion might be necessary it would be 
only as a last resort. 

“Every code that has gone to the 
president for signature has represent- 
ed an entire agreement within the in- 
dustry,” the administrator told news- 
papermen, “and I hope this can con- 
tinue. That’s the way we want it. 
Sometime, however, we may have to 
go further.”

Meanwhile, the possibility that some 
of the opposition of industry to labor 
provisions might be lessened some- 
what was seen by officials in a modi- 
fied clause of the automobile code 
which would permit non-union opera- 
tions.

Measures placed on the clerk’s desk 
at the opening would afford emergency 
legislation legalizing 3.2 beverages and 
set a referendum on state and natioa- 
al prohibition October 3 

oth of these were sanctioned by 
the chief executive in a 7,500 word 
message to the assembly. 
Legal Next Week? 

Patrons of the beer bill asserted 
beer would be legal in Virginia late 
next week. If today’s measure, patron- 
ed by delegate Wilbur C. Hall, of 
Loudoun, chairman of the finance 
committee, and Senator W. A. Gar 
rett, of Ridgeway, chairman of the 
upper house finance committee, is 
passed, sale of beverages with alco- 
holic content up to 3.2 per cent by 
weight will be legal on and after the 
fifth day from its passage. 

The bill pee for a referendum 
on the 18th amendment was offered 
by Senator Saxon W. Holt, of New- 
port News, chairman of the powerful 
upper house privileges and electiors 
committee. It would provide for the 
referendum on October 3, when nine 
delegates would be named in the state 
at large for a convention to be held 
October 25.

For. New Reciprocal Treaty

HAVANA, Aug. 17.—-(By Wire- 
less.) —“‘For 12 years I have worked 
around a plan for a new reciprocity 
treaty with the United States,” said 
President Manuel Carlos de Cespedes, 
of Cuba, in a talk I have just had 
with him. “We ask the United States 
to agree to the treaty not only out of 
friendship but because of our com- 
mon economic interest. 

“Cuba asks that America’s great 
market be. opened to her sugar on 
fairer terms. Unless this is done, 
Cuba,cannot prosper. again.” » 

“It is time for candor,” the pres- 
ident said. “We recognize the United 
States as our greatest and best friend. 
To your timely aid, we owe our inde- 
pendence, You took arms for our cause 
in 1898, insuring the success of our 
long struggle which my father began 
in 1868 and to which he gave his life. 

“We willingly gave proof of all the 
gratitude. in our power as a small 
nation in our immediate declaration 
of war when you entered the World 
War and in promptly placing our 
army, our sugar and all our pro- 
ductive capacity at your disposal. We 
were the first of all the allied nations 
to repay in full her war loan to you.” 

When I referred to the American 
part in the recent crisis leading to the 
overthrow of Machado, President De 
Cespedes said. “I know Ambassador 
Welles as a‘: young man in your state 
department. He has borne out the 
promise I saw in him then by his 
able statesmanship and _ diplomacy. 
His mediation in the political con- 
flict has prepared the way for the 
second period of our national rise. In 
the first peried, you may have had 
reason at times to associate Cuban 
rule with a conception that is not un- 
common in the United States about 
Latin American countries. Ours was 
a cruel history under a colonial sys- 
tem. Naturally and inevitably came 
our leaders. They were born under 
colonial tyranny and could not alto- 
gether escape the influences of its 
precepts.” 

“The young men of our new gov- 
ernment,” he said, “have the same 
spirit to mould Cuba's future in the 
second period of this republic as the 
soldiers of our revolution had in free- 
ing Cuba to enable her to begin the 
first period of her national existence. 
The first duty of the new era is to 
establish: liberty, justice and order 


from which happiness will flow. Lib- 
erty requires the freedom of the press 
and of the courts of justice which 
were ruthlessly suppressed under the 
recent regime.” 

“And then? . . .” I asked. 

“The supreme, pressing and very 
trying problem is financial and eco- 
nomic,” the president answered. “Cuba 
was the first nation to suffer from 


the world depression. Her misfortune 
is singularly hard, owing to the ex-, 
travagant spending of prodigal bor- 
rowings by the recent regime in the 
era of high prosperity. Once we have 
straightened out the tangle of ma!- 
administration and of corruption, we 
must continue with severe economy 
in an honest administration to meet 
all qur ebligations and insure the 
complete restoration of credit. Our 
wickedly onerous and complex system 
of taxation must be replaced by a 
scientific system. 

“Our great staple is sugar. You 
buy much of the sugar you consume 
from sources remote from your shores. 
The dollars you spend for our sugar 
are returned to you in the purchase 
of your goods. We aspire to become 
your best customer. Are you not will- 
ing to extend to us a just oppor- 
tunity to become so to our mutual 
economie and financial advantage? 
Time will tell.”

Mayor Key expressed belief that 
his veto of the paper will be sus- 
tained. He told the doctors’ that 
there has been too much of a bid to 
the world that “we have a cure for 
cancer—bring your patients here,” 
when, he reiterated from his veto 
message, “the world has been forced 
to the conclusion that the cause for 
cancer has never been discovered and 


BAN ON SWEATSHOP 
SOUGHT BY STRIKERS 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—(4)—Rep- 
resentatives of 60,000 striking garment 
workers met today with NRA media- 
tors in an effort to eliminate sweat- 
shops and establish better wage levels 
while police dealt with minor disor- 
ders arising from the general trade 
walkout. 

The strike of workers in New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, eastern Pennsylvania 
and New York was ordered yesterday 
and negotiations had reached the 
point tonight where officials predicted 
the strikers would return to their jobs 
by Monday. 

Grover A. Whalen, former New 
York police commissioner, acting as 
NRA go-between to settle the strike, 
heard the workers’ grievances in a 
three-hour conference with contractors 
and union officials. 

A heavy pressing iron, tossed out of 
an upper flodr of a 35-story building 
in the garment district and the turn- 
ing off of electricity in some non-union 
shops provided the only disturbances 
of the strike today. The iron barely 
missed a group of workers on the side- 
walk. 

Strike leaders reported the walkout 
was general in New York and Con- 
necticut, but not altogether success- 
ful in New Jersey. Approximately 
2,500 shops in the metropolitan area 
were affected.

“We are confronted with a state of 
facts which calls for the application 
of the common rules of fairness, jus- 
tice and equity,” Mayor Key said. 
“It isn’t right to take the business 
away from other hospitals, a business 
which they are equally well qualified, 
to attend to, and at the same time 
tax them for the services rendered at 
Grady hospital, and it is grossly un- 
fair, unjust and inequitable to tax the 
medical profession of this commmu- 
nity to carry on this work and take 
away from them a practice which 
logically belongs to them, and which 
they are well qualified to perform at 
any hospital as well as at Grady 
hospital.” 

Dr. Frank Wells reported to the 
soeiety that letters have been sent 
to dentists and druggists asking their 
support in the fight to sustain the 
veto.

It was only last year that Nancy 
had given a short lecture on the the- 
ory and practice of making water- 
melon pickles. Some of the women 
who heard her asked her to repeat it 
this year. “You know, Nancy, you 
sounded so sensible in your recipe 
and your reason for using it. I meant 
to write down everything you said. 
You don’t suppose you could repeat 
it this year, do you, and then I'll 
really keep your recipe in my scrap 
book.” Nancy being an obliging per- 
son complied. Here is what she said: 

“Any melon rind may be pickled 
or preserved. The green outer coat 
is peeled off and any soft fleshy bits 
of pulp are taken off, too. That leaves 
a rather firm, flavoriess material, It 
has a great amount of water in it. 
Therefore, the first thing to do is to 
remove that water and stiffen or 
‘firm up’ the rind. Then after that 
is done the rind is cooked in some 
sort of sweet-sour spicy mixture until 
it is transparent and has absorbed 
that delicious juice. Really, pickle 
rind is nothing but well-flavored 
pickle juice absorbed by a flavorless 
rind of fruit. Cantaloupe, honey dew, 
watermelon may all be treated about 
the same. 

“Cut the rind inte two-inch wedges, 
peel outer coat and take off any bits 
of pink or melon flesh Make. a 
brine using the proportion of three 
tablespoons salt to four cups water. 
Soak the rind in this over night. Next 
morning drain, plunge in cold water

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—#)—Re- 
newal of confidence of buyers as- 
serted itself in giant fashion on the 
Chicago Board of Trade today, and 
whirled all grain values skyward. 

In excited dealings, wheat ran 
wildly through almost the entire 10- 
cent range of prices permitted for a 
single day, and just before trading 
was ended reached an apex 9 3-8 
cents up from early bottom figures. 
Corn, oats, rye and barley advances 
went to the full extent allowed un- 
der emergency rules, and established 
net gains of 3 to 5.cents a bushel. 

Removal of all grain trade re- 
strictions except a maximum 5-cent 
limit up or down from the previous 
day’s close appeared to be the spark 
which set the grain markets afire. 

There was no evidence of concen- 
trated buying of any cereal, and ru- 
mors of a huge pool having been 
formed to purchase wheat were ex- 
plicitly denied. 

Lively profit-taking in the last few 
minutes of the day pulled wheat 
down from top figures, and the mar- 
ket closed unsettled 1 7-8 to 2 7-8 
above yesterday’s finish, with corn 
strong, 4 cents up, oats also at the 
maximum, 3 cents advanced, and pro- 
visions showing 20 cents to 25 cents 
gain. 

The big buying stampede which 

marked a return to virtual normalcy 
in grain dealings started within a 
few minutes after business com- 
menced. 
_ Unfavorable crop reports regard- 
ing corn were a factor in lifting 
prices of that grain first. The Kan- 
sas official crop summary said 50 
to 75 per cent of the corn erop in 
south and west sections of the state 
were damaged so that it would be 
impossible to make a fair yield. Ne- 
braska advices were practically a du- 
plicate. Oats crop news was also 
pessimistic in the extreme.

BEHAVIOR AND COLOR. 

While not generally recognized, the 
protective coloration that we dis- 
cussed a few days ago is reflected in 
the behavior pattern of the animal. 
The most striking example of this 
fact that I can remember is one dem- 
onstrated by a well-known ph raph 
of two birds, woodcock and black

woodcock on the nest. 
above her back is the hand of a man. 
Her protective coloration is such that 
the pattern of her feathers blends 
with the fallen leaves and debris of 
the ground in tone and line. Almost 
invisible in the nest, she remains mo- 
tionless while men reach toward her 
and make pictures. I have heard of 
men who have taken woodcock from 
the nest, and replaced them, all with- 
out a ruffled’ feather. 

Consider the black skimmer, on the 
‘other hand. This bird is an inhab- 
itant of the coasts, nesting on the 
shining sands of: the beach. The en- 
tire color pattern of the bird is dom- 
inated by black, making a marked 


contrast with the white sand. Can 
‘you. approach this bird on its nest? 


Can you take it from the ground” 
Try it! You will see the skimmer 
take wing at the first thought of 
danger. You may examine the nest, 
but not the bird! 
Our reasoning may be at fault in 
this matter.

Collector Explains Method 
of Determinipg Amount 
Due Government. 


W. E. Page, collector of internal 
revenue for Georgia, Thursday issued 
a statement giving an explanation of 
the method of determining the amount 
of taxes due to the government on 
cotton articles. The statement, which 


is expected to be of considerable in- | 
terest to retailers throughout the | 
state, follows: | 

While the department has already sent | 
out instructions to all the retailers with | 
regards to making returns for cotton tax, | 
a great deal of confusion has resulted in | 
the minds of the retailers due to the neces- 
sity of having to figure the cotton con- 
tents in each article in order to make | 
proper returns to the government on their | 
Stock. | 

Forms for making these returns have also | 
been delayed but are now ready to be! 
mailed out to retailers and by the first | 
of the week 11,000 retailers will have re- | 
ceived blanks and can begin gathering the | 
information necessary to make out these re- | 
turns, 

Due to the fact that any article made 
wholly or in chief value from cotton is sub- | 
ject to tax on that proportion on the 
weight of the cotton (or any of its forms) 
jn the article it is necessary for the re- | 
tailer to determine whether or not the chief | 
value of the article is cotton, thereby | 
necessitating information as to the percent- | 
age of cotton contained in the individual 
articles. Of course, it is not contemplated 
that the average retaller will be able to 
figure the percentage of cotton and in or- 
der to assist them the manufacturer has 
prepared data on all the articles mannfac- 
tured by them showing the percentage of 
cotton in each article by weight, also the 
amount of sizing, buttons and other weights, 
contained in the material in order that they | 
may assist the retailer in determining the | 
amount of cotton in the article to be taxed, 

Retailers, therefore, should immediately 
communicate with the manufacturer request- 
ing data in order that they may have 
this information on hand when they take 
their inventory on August 31. The term 
“‘chief value’’ refers to the price of the 
article illustrated as follows: 

If an article sells for $1.50 and the 
amount represented by other items other | 
than cotton is in excess of 75 cents the | 
chief value then is not cotton and the ar- | 
ticle, therefore, is not subject to tax. | 
an the other band if the value of the 
cotton in the article is in excess of 75 | 
cents on a $1.50 article the article is then | 
subject to the tax. 

If the retailer will begin immediately to 
gather the information necessary to fill ont | 
his return it should not be a very compli- | 
cated matter, and while it would appear that | 
the small retailer not having the facilities 
of an auditing department would find it 
a complimated matter. It will really fall 
easier on the smaller retailer provided he | 
gets the information as to the percentage | 
of cotton in the article from the manu- | 
eaten 3 without delay. 

If each retailer will immediately request | 
this information from the manufacturer | 
there should be no delay in the filing of 
his returns which must be in hand by | 
September 30. 

The retailer is also required to keep in- 
ventories of articles received after August 
81 in view of the fact that the tax after 
August 81 will be paid by the manufac- 
iurer, and under the law at the time this 
tax is taken off the government will refund 
to the retailer tax already paid on any | 
articles received up to that time.
